They may make so mueh no ise that they waken o thers 
in the same ro o m. The majo rity o f such eases are no rmal 
ex amples o f nature’s attempt to increase the blo o d circu­ 
latio n thro ug h tne g ums. 


Case E-393: Laura T., aged 8, is 
an attractive 3rd grader. 
“But, Dr. Crane, she grinds her 
teeth at night until she awakens 
whoever may occupy the twin bed 
in her room,” L aura’s mother in­ 
formed me. 
“She did this with her baby 
teeth till she actually ground them 
down. I am wondering if she may 
not wear off the enamel on her 
permanent teeth. 
“She seems to be perfectly well 
adjusted and in good health. Our 
phy sician examined her recently 
and could find nothing wrong. 
“At my insistence, how'ever, he 
gave her some worm medicine, for 
I remember in the eld day s they 
used to believe this grinding of 
teeth indicated worms. 
“Nothing we have done, how ­ 
ev er, has stopped her grinding of 
the teeth. 
“Our dentist heard y our ad­ 
dress before the state dental con­ 
vention, and has referred me to 
y ou. What do y ou think about 
Laura?” 


Diag no sis 
It is very common for children 
to g rind their teeth like this. All 
fiv e of our y oungsters have done 
so , but Judy in particular was out­ 
standing . 
She would even waken adults 
who might be sleeping ir. the room 
acro ss the hall so y ou can realize 
the noise was audible for several 
feet. 
This grinding of the teeth ap­ 
parently is a normal reaction and 
is based o n metabolic needs of the 
g um s and the roots of the teeth. 
When children bite down, they 
massag e their gums and stim ulate 
g reater blo o d flow to those re ­ 
g io ns. This, in turn, brings up 


more food and oxy gen. It also 
helps carry away the fatigue pro­ 
ducts faster. 
Teeth Grinders 
Since this widespread grinding 
ol their teeth at night seems ty pi­ 
cal of children, and since their 
permanent teeth are slowly push­ 
ing 
up to dislodge their 
baby 
teeth, this seems to be the medi­ 
cal explanation. 
Some adults will do the same 
thing, however, showing that this 
metabolic need may exist at all 
ages, though it is accentuated in 
childhood. 
However, if a child grinds its 
teeth and bites its tongue repeated­ 
ly so that y ou find blood on the 
pillow, then y ou should observe 
the child caicfully with epilepsy 
in mind. 
Epilepsy usually makes its on­ 
set at night. The child doesn't 
even know it has an attack. But 
next morning :t may complain of 
a sore tongue or iiave blood spots 
on the pillow or sheet. 
Blood 
spots may 
be present, 
however, under the normal grind­ 
ing of the teeth, so y ou must not 
be unduly alarmed. But at least 
be forewarned and observe y our 
child critically . 
Biting Fingernails 
Since excess energy in a child 
may be reflected in biting of its 
fingernails, this act of biting seems 
a common mechanism by which 
y oungsters also get rid of extra 
energy . 
It is conceivable that any dis­ 
charge of nervous energy , as from 
the gnawing ol an empty stomach, 
or bombardment of the brain with 
impulses trom an overly distended 
urinary bladder, may generate en­ 
ergy that is then dissipated in part 
by the act of biting or grinding 
the teeth. 
I should suggest, moreover, that 
such children be given chewing 
gum after the evening meal tc 
help encour age extra massage of 
the gums oelore bedtime. 
Let them romp outdoors, too, 
and thus drain off their surplus 
energy so they will be more re­ 
laxed during slumber. 
And if they are inclined to suck 
their thumb, keep their hands oc­ 
cupied with a toy teddy bear or 
other soft play thing which they 
can take to bed with them.

point of 0.7 per 100,000 in 1920, 
the first y ear the Amendment was 
in effect, and then moved upwaid 
to a second, but lower, peak of 
4.9 per 100,000 in 1926. From that 
point, through the y ears, a dow n­ 
ward trend of the death rate has 
been maintained.

A frequent canard abo ut Steven­ 
so n’s educatio n is that he flunked 
o ut o f Harvard Law Scho o l. What 
really happened was mo re co mpli­ 
cated. After his last year at Prince­ 
to n, he and a classmate named 
Ralph Go o dwin dio vc in the let­ 
ter's Jo rdan ro adster to spend the 
summer o n a ranch in Wyo ming. 
Ranch life pro ved much to their 
liking. Stevenso n and Go o dwin de­ 
cided to stay o n in the West, began 
lo o king at pro perty and presently 
fo und so me they tho ught wo uld 
suit them. When Stevenso n wro te 
to tell his father o f the new turn 
his career had taken, Lewis Ste­ 
venso n failed to co o perate. He re­ 
plied that if. Stevenso n did no t 
repo rt back o n time to attend Har­ 
vard Law Scho o l, so meo ne wo uld 
co me to fetch him. 
At Harvard Law Scho o l, Steven­ 
so n go t passing marks but, unlike 
the later generatio n o f embryo 
New Dealers who sat mesmerized 
by the pedago gic wizardry o f the 
great Felix Frankfurter, he never 
met Frankfurter and never put his 
heart in it. 
Stevenso n did take a co uple o f 
years vacatio n fro m law scho o l 
and spent them o n the family news­ 
paper, the Rlo o mingto n, Illino is, 
Pantagraph, in vario us edito rial ca­ 
pacities. Then he decided to finish

He was to ld to co me back 
the next mo rning. This co ntinued 
fo r fo ur weeks during which Ste­ 
venso n passed his afterno o ns in 
less mo no to no us fashio n. He lived 
in a ho use run by two middle-aged 
Quaker ladies which was also a 
favo rite meeting place fo r mem­ 
bers o f the co rre spo ndents’ co lo ny. 
Stevenso n ro amed abc ut to wn with 
them and called o n surviving rela­ 
tives o f so me V.’hite Russian emi­ 
gres who m he had kno wn in Chi­ 
cago . 
His appo intment with Chicherin 
was never fo rthco ming. After a 
mo nth o f daily calls at the Fo reign 
Office, he left witho ut it but with 
a twenty-five year start o n many 
I o f his later co lleagues in the diplo - 
i matic wo rld, inso far as intimate, 
I first hand kno wledge o f So viet Rus- 
sia was co ncerned.

Div o rce 
The causes o f the Stevenso ns’ 
divo rce in 1949, while so mewhat 
puzzling, appear to derive chiefly 
fro m iiKmr.patiuility due to in 
creasingly divergent interests. Mrs 
Stevenso n’s tastes lie in to e wo rld 
o f art and literature. No o ther per­ 
so ns, and no scandal whatso ever, 
affected the legal pro ceedings. Ste­ 
venso n, who o ppo ses divo rce gen 
o rally, was sho cked and saddened 
but no t surprised. The divo rce, ac­ 
co mpanied by a substantial settle­ 
ment, was handled witho ut ranco r 
o r undue publicity. It had been 
preceded by twenty years o f ap 
parcntly happy marriage. 
One o f Stevenso n’s father’s clo se 
friends had been Geo rge Peek 
who , in 1933, was called to Wash­ 
ingto n to o rganize the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administratio n.

ercises. That the peo ple o f the 
state o f Misso uri, and the educa­ 
tio nal, co mmercial, po litic, civic, 
religio us and fraternal 
o rganiza­ 
tio ns o f the state o f Misso uri be 
requested to devo te so me part o f 
the day to the metho dical co n­ 
sideratio n o f the achievements o f 
the so ns and daughters o f Mis­ 
so uri 
in 
co mmerce, 
literature, 
statesmanship, science and art, and 
in o ther departments o f activity in 
which the state has rendered serv­ 
ice to m ankind.” 
In making a check to see ho w 
widely .fo llo wed this law is, I have 
been so mewhat chagrined to find

o bserved, yet ho w far-reaching it 
wo uld be in helping Misso uri to 
expand and gro w were this sec­ 
tio n to be fo llo wed acco rding to 
the letter o f the law.

47 persons and injured hundreds

Crop damage ran 
into millions of dollars. 
Tidal Wave Rips

may run into the hundreds. 
The wall of water cut the town 
in two. Much of it still was under 
six feet of water today. 
Latest reports into Manila said 
the bodies of 21 typhoon dead had 
been recovered in Sorsogon Pro­ 
vince. The military

The mayor of Legaspi City re­ 
ported by radio: 
“Sixteen dead, 90 per cent of 
private homes destroyed, public 
buildings destroyed, crops wash­ 
ed out and communncations para­ 
lyzed.”

In March of this year the Com­ 
munity Chest board of directors 
established the office of Local 
Welfare Service, with headquar­ 
ters on the second floor of the City 
Hall. This office was opened in 
answer to the need of the c ity and 
immediate community for welfare 
services and referrals not avail­ 
able with any other agency. It has 
become a popular service agency 
for civilian needs not met by eith­ 
er state or county welfare. 
The service clubs of Sikeston 
have contributed assistance with 
both the office set-up and on ac­ 
tive cases.

help. In all these cases records are 
kept in the office and are avail­ 
able when needed.

Trained Worker in Charge 
In charge of the Local Welfare 
Service office is Mrs. Dale Frazier, 
who has been specially trained for 
welfare work She has spent ten 
years in this work, eight years of 
that time as a State welfare work­ 
er. 
Mrs. Frazier is a native of Scott 
county, being the daughter of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Frank F. Emer­ 
son of Morley. 
Saves Money for Community 
Chest 
By carefully screening all appli­ 
cations for help, Mrs. Frazier sav­ 
es a considerable sum of money 
each month by rejecting those

found unworthy of help. She in­ 
vestigates, as far as possible, the 
worthiness of each case that pre­ 
sents an appeal for help. 
Mrs. Frazier reports that an av­ 
erage ol about 45 appeals for help 
are made to her office each month 
and that approximately 30 appeals 
are found worthy of assistance. 
Only an average of eight appeals 
per month are from transients, 
those people who claim to be fi­ 
nancially stranded and want trans­ 
portation or other assistance. Only 
half of such appeals are found 
worthy of help, says Mrs. Frazier. 
By carefully investigating each 
appeal 
for 
assistance, 
granting 
help when help is found to be 
really needed and by keeping a 
careful record of all welfare cas­ 
es, Mrs. Frazier is not only help­ 
ing the needy people of the com­ 
munity, but she is also saving 
money for the Community Chest 
and other welfare agencies by 
screening out the unworthy cases, 
folks who can and should help 
themselves. 
The Local Welfare Service is 
doing a good work. It is only one 
of the 12 worthy charitable causes 
for which Community Chest funds 
are being sought.

A lrcquent canard about Steven­ 
son’s education is that he flunked 
out of Harvard Law School. What 
really happened was more compli­ 
cated. After his last year at Prince­ 
ton, he and a classmate named 
Ralph Goodwin diove in the lat- 
ter’s Jordan roadster to spend the 
summer on a ranch in Wyoming. 
Ranch life proved much to their 
liking. Stevenson and Goodwin de­ 
cided to stay on in the West, began 
looking at property and presently 
found some they thought would 
suit them. When Stevenson wrote 
to tell his father of the new turn 
his career had taken, Lewis Ste­ 
venson failed to cooperate. He re­ 
plied that if, Stevenson did not 
report back on time to attend Har­ 
vard Law School, someone would 
come to fetch him. 
At Harvard Law School, Steven­ 
son got passing marks but, unlike 
the later generation of embryo 
New Dealers who sat mesmerized 
by the pedagogic wizardry of the 
gieat Felix Frankfurter, he never 
met Frankfurter and never put his 
heart in it. 
Stevenson did take a couple of 
years vacation from law school 
and spent them on the family news­ 
paper, the Bloomington, Illinois, 
Puntagraph, in various editorial ca- 
, 
parities. Then he decided to finish 
up his law course and, having fall-

again. lie was told to come back 
the next morning. This continued 
for four weeks during which Ste­ 
venson passed his afternoons in 
less monotonous fashion. He lived 
in a house run by two middle-aged 
Quaker ladies which was also a 
favorite meeting place for mem­ 
bers of the correspondents’ colony. 
Stevenson roamed abc ut town with 
them and called on surviving rela­ 
tives of seme White Russian emi­ 
gres whom he had known in Chi­ 
cago. 
His appointment with Chieherin 
was never forthcoming. After a 
month of daily calls at the Foreign 
OiTice, he left without it but with 
a twenty-five year start on many 
of his later colleagues in the diplo­ 
matic world, insofar as intimate, 
first-hand knowledge of Soviet Rus­ 
sia was concerned.

Having arrived in Moscow, where 
the first thing he noticed were 
homeless children fighting to lick 
the cobblestones where someone 
had spilled some jam, Stevenson 
presented himself at the Foreign

ister Chieherin on the subject of 
the then highly controversial New- 
Economic Policy. Ho was told to 
come back the next morning. The 
next morning he presented himself

Divorce 
The causes of the Stevensons’ 
divorce in 1949, while somewhat 
puzzling, appear to derive chiefly 
from incompatibility due to in 
creasingly divergent interests. Mrs 
Stevenson’s tastes lie in tiie world 
of art and literature. No other per­ 
sons, and no scandal whatsoever, 
alTected the legal proceedings. Ste­ 
venson, who opposes divorce gen 
erally, was shocked and saddened 
but not surprised. The divorce, ac­ 
companied by a substantial settle­ 
ment, was handled without rancor 
or undue publicity. It had been 
preceded by tw-enty years of ap­ 
parently happy marriage. 
One of Stevenson’s father’s close 
friends 
had 
been 
George Peek 
who, in 1933, was called to Wash­ 
ington to organize the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration. Adlai 
Stevenson, like millions of other 
Americans, had been deeply stirred 
by Franklin Roosevelt s inaugural 
address in 1933. Knowing the De­ 
pression better than most people, 
he wanted to do something to help 
cure it if he could.
